Extensive improvements are being made in the Reading’s fleet of freight locomotive', 
I en new- Diesel locomotives have been placed in long haul service and the construction 
of thirty powerful steam engines in the Shopv ar Reading is well under way. Five of 
these are already in daily service. 


Passenger service will continue to function with its reputation for clocklike 
regularity —but it must be kept in mind that the Reading, like many other Railroads, 
iv still confronted w irh the great obligation of bringing America’s fighting forces back 
home.
